O n December 10 1996, Angie Zcimestrius died sud 
denly at the age of 24. Angie Zamestrius had just 
begun her studies here at our Faculty of Law, entering 
the second year programme as a transfer student from 
Universite de Montreal. A memorial service was held for 
her on December 21, 1996, at which Dean Stephen J. 
Toope was invited to speak to a gathering of family, 
friends, law school classmates and professors. His re- 
marks are reproduced here, in memory of Angie 
Zamestrius. 

MEMORIAL SERVICE FOR 
ANGIE ZAMESTRIEUS 
REMARKS BY DEAN STEPHEN J. TOOPE 

21 December 1996 

We didn’t know Angie for long enough. In the Law 
Faculty at McGill, she was part of our community for 
only a few months. But for her old friends and her fam- 
ily too, she left our company far too early. There is no 
answer to the inevitable, heart-wrenching question; 
“why”? Angie has left us, but we are here to remember 
her life, not her death. 

From all I can learn from speaking with those who 



knew Angie as well as we can ever know another human 
being, Angie’s life was tinged with beauty. In the halls of 
the Law Faculty, and before at I’Universite de Montreal 
and in Commerce at McGill, she was a source of humour 
and of calm. Meeting a friend, she always had a cheerful 
word: “hey, how are you”? Her face was usually sweet- 
ened by a smile. 

A diligent worker, she was almost always prepared 
for class, and did everything in her power to calm the 
nerves of her classmates. With a background in account- 
ing, she was a source of real comfort in her Taxation class, 
constantly trying to convince her unbelieving colleagues 
that “numbers are our friends”. 

In her second year mooting exercise, her opponents 
were struck by Angie’s politeness, her friendliness and 
her completely cooperative spirit. She was not ari aggres- 
sive person, and she seemed a genuinely happy person. 
She would say about our pain today: “Yes, it is the 2 1st of 
December all day long, but don’t worry, the sun will rise 
in the morning.” 

Yet none of us could ever know the full complexity 
of Angie. We saw her as a loving daughter and family 
member, a warm friend, a cheerful acquaintance. But the 
limits of human understanding, and the preoccupations 
of our own lives prevented us from seeing the whole

SINGAPORE, 28 Feb. 97 —Nowadays 
in Singapore, everything seems to happen 
all at once. We had a ten-day election cam- 
paign over Christmas and Western New 
Year. Now, due to an accidental meeting 
of the Muslim and Chinese Calendars, we 
will have Chinese New Year and Hari Raya 
Idil Fitri over the same weekend (Friday 7 
and Sunday 9 February respectively). A 
very long weekend it will be — Friday and 
Monday as well as Saturday off (we work 
every Saturday until 1:00 p.m.). But un- 
less you have made reservations months 
ago, you will not be able to leave Singapore 
— all buses, trains, planes and boats are 
fully booked by Singaporeans who need 
to visit relatives, mainly in Malaysia but 
also in Flong Kong, Australia and even 
Canada. 

Hari Raya Idil Fitri is the feast celebrat- 
ing the end of the fasting month of 
Ramadan — referred to in Malay as 
“bulan puasa yang mulia” — the 
honoured/respected month of fasting. 
Hari Raya (the High Day) is the culmi- 
nating point of what is in fact a month 
filled with sacrifice and celebration. Like 
Muslims all over the World, the Malays 
(15% of Singapore’s population) and 
some other Muslim Singaporeans (some 
Indians and Arabs), fast from sunrise to 
sunset. After a 5:30 a.m. breakfast, no 



The evening meal is a wonderful event 
preceded by the evening prayer. Local 
mosques are busier than usual every night 
of the Ramadan — although the Muslims 
need not attend the mosque to fulfill their 
prayer duties, during the Ramadan large 
numbers of them attend the mosque ev- 
ery night. 

Each night around 7:20 p.m. I go on 
my balcony to hear the call to prayer. 
Sometimes 1 even take a walk to the 
nearby mosque. It comforts me to see and 
hear men, women and children pray ev- 
ery night. It comforts me to have my Ma- 
laysian television programmes 
interrupted so that the call to prayer can 
be broadcasted. It comforts me to see a 
whole community steadfast in prayers and 
fast even though they live in an advanced, 
modern and fully developed society 
(Singapore is in all respects, a developed 
country). It bodes well for the future of 
Islam in developing countries around the 
world. Hopefully the Western model of 
faith giving way to development may not 
be a universal one. 

The prayer is followed by a Gargan- 
tuan meal where 1 have had the privilege 
of being invited on quite a few occasions 
(the fact that I speak some Malay helps, 
but many others who don’t speak Malay 
are also invited). The Malays are a won- 
derful people, always smiling, very polite, 
extremely welcoming. They display an 
unrivalled warmth and kindness. 

Even though the Malays as a group are 
the less well off of Singaporeans (although 
not poor even by Canadian standards) 
they are in my experience the most gen- 
erous (as is often the case with the less well 



does not have lots of decorations. There 
have been reports in the press reassuring 
people that there would be enough chick- 
ens and mandarin oranges for everyone. 
Seeing so many people buy mandarin or- 
anges by the cases makes you wonder how 
many oranges one can possibly eat per 
day! 

Supermarkets have built up tempo- 
rary extensions in parks and on sidewalks, 
sometimes extending their floor space by 
as much as 50%. All kinds of products 
bought only for the lunar New Year are 
on sale. Many regular products have new 
packaging for the occasion. For example, 
the tissue boxes I normally buy are red 
during this season. It becomes difficult to 
find the brand names you are used to in 
this red sea of products! Companies and 
brands with red as their main colour have 
a field day — you should see Coca-Cola’s 
and McDonald’s commercials for the New 
Year! 

The Chinese will have their house 
cleaned thoroughly for the new year and 
they will give ang pow (money in a red 
envelope) to relatives and friends, particu- 
larly to kids, nieces and nephews. 
Singaporeans most often use the Hokkien 
word ang pow rather than its Mandarin 
equivalent hong bao. The money in the 
envelope will be a multiple of eight, the 
Chinese lucky number. Nowadays in 
Singapore you can buy traditional red 
envelopes with a modern addition: Disney 
characters (for a heavy price of course — 
Singapore, now that it exports intellectual 
products, does respect copyrights). 

The Chinese New Year is very much a

Who is Dan Hanganu? 

T he Globe and Mail calls him 
“Quebec’s hottest architect”. . .. 
none other than the architect of the 
Faculty of Law’s new library! The fol- 
lowing are the highlights of a De- 
cember Globe and Mail article on 
Hanganu’s work. 

Dan Hanganu is Quebec’s best- 
known architect and the man behind 
the Montreal Museum of Archeology 
and History at Pointe-^-Calli^re (for 
which he won a Governor-General’s 
award); I’ficole des Hautes fitudes 
Commerciales (EHEC) at the Uni- 
versity of Montreal; and the Cirque 
du Soleil headquarters, which is 
scheduled to open soon. 

Future projects include: our very 
own Law Library, the Th^dtre du 
Nouveau Monde in Montreal, and 
the Mus^e de I’Automobiliste in the 
Port of Old Montreal. 

According to the Globe, 
“Hanganu’s emergence on the Que- 
bec scene has shaken the architec- 
tural establishment”. Why and how?

off, see Mark 12:41-44). They share all 
they have, be it a meal, a drink, even an 
apartment. 

For example, I happen to speak in 
Malay once in a while to one of the clean- 
ing ladies here at the Faculty of Law. This 
was enough for her to invite me to her 
daughter’s wedding. She also gave me an 
expensive box of chocolates for Christmas 
and has invited me to break the fast with 
her family. A married couple (in a civil 
ceremony) 1 met two weeks ago and 
whom I have met only twice insist that I 
break the fast with the husband’s family 
this week because his mother cooks the 
best Malay food in Singapore! (You have 
to know that couples married in civil cer- 
emonies often live separately for a year or 
two until they get public housing, at which 
time they will proceed with the religious 
ceremony and only then will they live to- 
gether). 

When I come home after breaking the 
fast, I feel totally full, physically of course 
(in fact I feel an urgent need to fast after 
such meals!) but also spiritually and so- 
cially. I sleep well and happily knowing 
that 1 am not alone, that people will pray 
for me and that laughters will be there day 
after day. 

The Malays give more to charity dur- 
ing Ramadan (the giving of alms is one of 
the pillars of Islam). During Ramadan 
they also pay the zakat, the Muslim tax to 
raise money for charitable and religious 
purposes. 

While the Malays are fasting and feast- 
ing, the Chinese (75% of the population) 
are frantically preparing for the Chinese 
New Year. The whole of Singapore is be- 
coming red, the Chinese colour for joy 
and good luck. There is not one store that 



family reunion and the Chinese will be 
very busy visiting their relatives. It is not 
usual to invite friends and acquaintances 
over for the celebration. In any event they 
probably could not attend even if they 
were invited since they would be too busy 
visiting their own relatives. I therefore feel 
very privileged that a friend has invited 
me to attend his family reunion and 1 very 
much look forward to it. 

The main event takes place in the 
home and involves lots of food and lots 
of sweets (now you understand why I 
picked up jogging while here in 
Singapore). In fact the festive season will 
go on for a while and will also involve 
some meals at restaurants. The advertise- 
ments for these meals inform us of the 
different prices charged for different 
menus: $88 per couple, $888 for ten 
people or a dim sum at $8 per item or half 
item (you get the point?) 

There will also be some public events, 
parades, lion dances and concerts. It is also 
a time for charity and many will volun- 
teer their time. In many public places, 
some youngsters distribute red envelopes 
in which you seal your charitable gift be- 
fore depositing it in a charity box 

It is a great time to be in Singapore. 
The two holidays will not coincide again 
for probably a long, long time. The fes- 
tive holiday season was best captured by 
a huge temporary statue erected in front 
of a shopping mall here. It shows a Chi- 
nese boy and his Malay friend, the latter 
holding a Malay festive palm tree, both of 
them in their respective traditional dress 
and both smiling while riding on the back 
of an ox. Happy New Year of the Ox to all 
of you in Montreal and Selamat Hari 
Raya! 



His European background (he emi- 
grated to Canada 26 years ago) has 
given him a unique vision of the past 
and future of architecture. He is de- 
cidedly not a traditionalist. He was 
able to convince the “business dite” 
at the EHEC that there was nothing 
to be lost by foregoing traditional 
materials and opting instead for the 
modern look of particle board and 
exposed ducts. 

Of particular interest is what the 
Globe had to say about the EHEC’s 
library: “Hanganu’s team searched 
for luxurious-looking but inexpen- 
sive solutions that would be effec- 
tive. Fluorescent tubes, for instance, 
were wrapped in a yellow-wire cas- 
ing that softens the harsh lighting.” 
So far, the plans for our own library 
show the same focus on detail and 
budget consciousness. 

Hanganu’s approach to architec- 
ture is an artistic one, with a focus 
on expressive uses of colour and 
shape. His attention to detail is re- 
markable, but not surprising, given 
his hands-on trades training in 
Bucharest. He is not above borrow- 
ing a trowel to lay bricks himself (on 
the construction site of a senior citi- 
zens’ home he had designed) to ex- 
plain the effect he wanted. 

We’re very lucky to have landed 
an architect of Hanganu’s stature to 
work on our new library. Stay tuned 
for more information on the 
progress of getting it buUt, and don’t 
forget that you can e-mail your ques- 
tions and comments to 
newllibr@lsa.lan.mcgill.ca.

interesting cases posted here and there, 
some artwork by some the many talented 
artists in the Faculty and lighting that 
doesn’t call for a welder’s glass.

Since the death of the post-war idea 
of affordable education funded by the 
people and its replacement with afford- 
able job training funded by corporations, 
it is relevant to note some of the differ- 
ences between these two ways of spend- 
ing our time together here.

Now, as 
training institutions for workers, univer- 
sities necessarily provide a less thought- 
provoking environment for their inmates. 
There is no point in teaching a future 
worker that the raison d’etre of the com- 
pany is bad, that would be a waste. So, bit 
by bit, the vestiges of the antiquated con- 
ception of a university as an independent 
place of learning, creativity and expres- 
sion are being whittled away, the latest 
vitims being the previously blank spaces 
in the washrooms.

S tudents and faculty will be pleased and 
proud to know that the McGill team 
was very successful in the XIXth Tribu- 
nal-Ecole Pierre-Basile Mignault, which 
is the prestigious civil law moot for teams 
from all Quebec law schools plus Ottawa, 
held two weekends ago here at McGill. 

The team of Helene Jutras, Louis- Mar- 
tin Villeneuve, Catherine McKenzie and 
Stephanie Taylor, on the strength of two 
very well-written factums and two very 
well-pleaded arguments, won the Coupe 
du Batonnier for best overall team. This 
was the second straight year McGill has 
won this award. The achievement is of an 
even greater magnitude because the 
McGill teams were forced to do all of the 
substantive research on their own with- 
out any faculty guidance; given that most 
faculty working or teaching in the subject- 
area of the problem (trusts, property) ei- 
ther had a hand in the writing of the 



problem or the organization of the com- 
petition, they were barred from contact 
with the mooters.
